He said he could not see anything occurring before a week from Monday 
and probably not until two weeks from that date.

OMB.' They want Dy Tuesday o± next week amendments to CIARDS to implemen 
the limitation on cost-of-living increases to 5 percent for an 18-month period 
until 30 June 1976, as directed for all retirement programs by the President. 
She referred me to Tom Tinsley, Civil Service Commission Retirement 
Division, since our cost-of-living provision is based on theirs. She said the 
increase of 7. 3 percent on 1 January 1975 will not be reduced. Individuals 
retiring between 1 January 1975 and the next cost-of-living increase will get 
the higher amount between 7.3 percent and the 5 percent. All others retiring 
after the next cost-of-living increase will get limit of 5 percent. I later 
called Tom Tinsley, who gave me draft language of two proposals for our 
review and comment (see Memorandum for the Record).

background leading up to enactment of this legislation including the Kissinger, 
Colby agreement with the leadership of thej^jyige Armed Services and 
^f^yrs Committees, the establishment of limited Foreign Affairs Committee 
jurisdiction as part of the Bolling /Hansen reforms and the adoption of the 
Hughes and Ryan a mendm ents in the two Committees. (All of this is a matter 
of public record. ) pressed me about the existence of a letter from the 

President to the Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee on this subject. 
I told him I was aware of no such letter although of course the legislation does 
require a Presidential finding and a subsequent report to the Chairmen of the 
various committees. | l seemed quite exercised about this provision in 

the law saying he recently heard of it for the first time and I gather he may 
be writing something on this subject. I pointed out there had been references 
to all of this in the congressional debate on the subject and in some of the 
press c overage of congressional action on the 1974 amendments to the Act.
